Paris, Feb. 1. — The most ardent sup- 
porters of the theory that Dreyfus wn-i 
unjustly condemned now admit thai 
there is no longer the least hope that 
Justice will he done. 

A prominent member of the Unlver- 
i^liy ( f Paris, who from the first has 
been a militant champion of a revision 
of the trial, saya: 

"For 99 out of 100 Frenchmen, the 
guilt or innocence of Dreyfus is a mat- 
ter of sentiment. All tlie leiisoning in 
the world would not induce tbem to 
change their attitude. There are mil- 
lions of Frenchmen who will in.'slst 
upon Dreyfus' guilt in tpite of any 
proof to the contrary. A terrible fea- 
ture of the situation is that the atti- 
tude of this nwjority Is dicuted by mtf 
tivr« which they believe to be dpserv* 
ing of the hli^est respect 1 admij(' 
that some of the Dreyf usgydg ata much 
to blame for this. 

"The best cause may be ruined by 
disreputable adherents, and there are 
men on the Dreyfus side of whom 
every patriotic Frenchmen Is the 
natural enemy. While tbe majority ot 
us have been merely demanding that 
justice should be done, a pestilent 
minority has madr^ this demand an 
excuse for virulent onslaughts on in- 
stitutions we bold in great estjcem.** 
In conclusion the member of the anl- 
verslty predicted that the result of the 
agitation will be an "onslaught of un- 
paralleled violence on the Jews, aa the 
masses are ooavlnced that they at* 
the bottom ot the wh<Me trouMa.*?
